Testim on y in ten d ed to show that 
d omin atin g in fluen ce exercised ov er 
the Nation al Ban k of North America 
by Morse was giv en by W. A. Nash, 
presid en t of the Corn Exchan ge ban k 
an d a m em ber of the clearin g house 
committee.

How William J . Bry an juggles with 
the facts when they run counter to bis 
purposes was shown by his speech a* 
Cedar Rapids, la., Oct. 6 . 
He was 
speaking in support of a tariff for rev ­ 
enue only as the true remedy for busi­ 
ness depression and sought to enforce 
his point by quoting sta tistics relating 
to commercial failures. His contention 
was that the conditions which led to 
the 15 ,24 2 failures in 18 93, the largest 
number recorded for a single y ear, 
were in no way attributable to tariff 
reduction, “ for,” he protested, “ it must 
be remembered that the McKinley tar 
iff was still in force in 18 93.” 
This trick ev asion will deceiv e no 
body . The congress which enacted the 
Wilson-Gorman 
tariff — properly 
de- 
scribed by a Democratic president as 
‘‘a creature of perfidy and dishonor” — 
was elected in 18 92. Its mere ex istence 
was a blight to American industry . The 
country knew precisely what to ex pect 
from it, and from the hour of its elec­ 
tion the great business enterprises of 
the country began to wither and decay 
There were only 
10,34 4 commercial 
failures in the country in 1S92, but 
with the certainty of wholesale reduc­ 
tions of the tariff by the congress 
elected that y ear the number of fa il­ 
ures rose to 15 ,24 2 in 18 93. There were 
13,8 8 5 in 18 94 , 13,197 in 18 95 and 15 ,08 8 
in 18 96 , those being the y ears cov ered 
by the Wilson-Gorman act of perfidy 
and dishonor. 
Note the changes which followed the 
repeal of that ruinous law. The Ding- 
ley tariff took effect J uly 24 , 18 97 . 
The failures that y ear numbered only 
13,35 1, the number declining to 12,18 6 
in 18 9S and to 9,337 in 18 99. The high­ 
est number of failures receiv ed for any 
y ear since the Wilson-Gorman act was 
repealed wa s 13,35 1, in 1903. 
The per 
cent of failures for the whole number 
of business concerns cov ered by sta tis­ 
tics was 1.31, in 18 96 , under the Wil- 
son-Gorman act, but it was only .8 2 
of 1 per cent in 1907 , under the Ding- 
ley act.
